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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

Claim 1 is allowable. The restriction requirement between Groups l-VI, as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on 1/29/2009, has been reconsidered in view of the 
allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The 
restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 1, 10, 1 1, 23-34 and 40-47, directed to a 
compound of formula 1 , a method for making a radiolabeled liposome, and a kit 
comprising a radiolabeled liposome are no longer withdrawn from consideration 
because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art is considered to be Mastrostamatis etal. {J. Med. Chem., 1994, 37, p. 3212- 
3218). Mastrostamatis discloses the formation of complexes with tertiary amino-dithiol 
ligands of general type R-CH2CH2N(CH2CH2SH)2, where R = (C2H5)2N. Coordination of 
compound 2b with oxotechnetium (V) was investigated (page 3213). See Scheme 1 . 
As a first step, the labile precursor tetrachlorooxotechnetate was used to study the 
Coordination chemistry of 2b. In a second step, the coordination was studied with the 
less reactive oxotechnetium precursor ^^Tc(V)-gluconate in the presence of 4- 
methoxythiophenol as coligand. Exchange reaction of compound 2b with the tetra- 
butylammonium tetrachlorooxotechnetate ([Bu4N]PTcOCI4]) precursor in alcohol 
resulted in the formation of the pentacoordinated complexes 3b (Scheme 2). In this 
case, the three chlorine atoms of [TcOCU] were replaced by the SNS set of the ligands, 
while the fourth chlorine remained in the coordination sphere of the TcO^'^core. 
However, in contrast to the coordinated chloride shown in complex 3b of 
Mastrostamatis, or the addition of a different coligand to the reaction mixture as in 
complex 4b of Mastrostamatis, the instant Application (published paragraph 0103-0109) 
performs reaction of BMEDA using ^^"^Tc-glucoheptonate (or aluminum perrhenate) 
which results in complexes having the claimed structure. The prior art does not teach or 
provide motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to prepare the claimed compounds 
having a first molecule of BMEDA in a tridentate SNS coordination configuration, in 
which a second molecule of BMEDA acts as monodentate coligand (SNS/S).
